a doubt. 
The discovery

made Just as the police were about to 
accept the theory that the young an 
archist acted upon his own impulse 
and that the attempt was not the re 
suit of a conspiracy. 
The group of 
anarchists also plotted, according to 
information in the hands of the au- 
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thoritiesK to assasalnft* Mayor Buste 
and Captain P. D. O'Brien of the de 
tective bureau. 
The principals in the 
plot have not yet been discovered, but 
it was said that Averbuch was picked 
to execute the order of death at a 
meeting of anarchists which he at­ 
tended last Thursday night. It was on 
that night, upon his return to the 
home of his sister, Olga Averbuch, 
218 Washburn avenue, that the young 
Russian contemplated suicide, as de­ 
scribed by his sister to the police. 
Averbuch, instead of going to night 
school, as his sister declared he did, 
is said to have been in nightly com­ 
munication 
with a band of radical 
revolutionists, and it was at a meet­ 
ing of these men that Averbuch was 
chosen to “rem ove’ the police head. 
Averbuch is said to hRve left his home 
on Friday morning following his ac­ 
ceptance of the commission and to 
have never returned. 
He went to his 
place of employment at 
Sighgren's 
commission house on 
South 
Waicr 
street, and in conversation with his 
fellow employes made numerous in­ 
quiries regarding the chief of jioliee. 
He is said to have talked violently 
concerning the order which prohibit­ 
ed the parade of the “unemployed” 
last January. 
Inquired About C h ie f’s Residence. 


“Where does the chief live?” Aver­ 
buch is reported to have asked one 
of his associates. 
“I’d like to find out 
what kind of a home he has got.” 
Later 
one of the 
men 
informed 
Averbuch that he had looked up the 
address and gave it to the young Rus­ 
sian written on a scrap of paper. 
At 
the time Averbuch’s interest in the 
police official failed to arouse suspi­ 
cion but, being recalled after the at­ 
tempt upon the life of the chief, was 
the clew which led to the identified 
tion of the would-be slayer. 
“We have several Important clews," 
said the assistant chief, “which we 
believe will lead to the arrest of the 
conspirators. 
Olga Averbuch persis 
tently refuses to give us any informa­ 
tion. 
We ar*> seeking that young wo­ 
man, Rosa Stern, among others, who 
lived with Averbuch and his sister.” 
The latest developments followed a 
day of activity on the part of the city, 
state and federal authorities, which 
resulted in the formation of plans for 
co-operation in the work of stamping 
out anarchy in Chicago. 
In the mean­ 
time the police department was pur 
suing with new vigor its search for 
radicals throughout the Ghetto dis­ 
trict. 
The net results of police activity 
was the rounding up of nine suspects. 
Three arrests, which the police con­ 
sidered important, were made. A man 
who gave his name as Harry Gold­ 
stein. and who is said to be an agent 
of the Edelstadt society, an anarchistic 
organization at 427 Union street, was 
taken into custody while distributing 
handbills of a rabid anarchistic na­ 
ture. 
Two 
other 
suspects, 
whose 
names were withheld, were arrested 
and subjected to a rigid examination 
at the city hall. 


A n arch ists Under Arrest. 


One clew led to the arrest, of Isa- 
dor Maron, who for a time was be­ 
lieved to be the “curly haired” com­ 
panion of Averbuch, the would-be as­ 
sassin, as described to the police by 
Olga Averbuch, sister of the dead 
man. 
This was later decided to be 
not the case, but Maron admitted suf­ 
ficient association with Chicago an­ 
archists to warrant his being placed 
in a cell. 
Another clew led to the ar­ 
rest of William H. Abramovitz, twenty 
years old, a Russian Jew, a student 
at the University of Chicago night 
school, and employed as a printer in 
the day time. 
His “sweating” by the 
police lasted some time. 
The others 
under arrest were held more because 
of their affiliation with anarchistic so­ 
cieties than from any expectation of 
connecting them with the attempted 
assassination of the police head. 
The organized movement 
against 
anarchy by the department began with 
a conference at the home of Chief 
Shippy, in which Mayor Busse and 
Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler 
look part. 
It resulted in a meeting 
being arranged at which the mayor, 
the police officials and State’s Attor­ 
ney Healv will try to wrork out a plan 


of 
co-operation.

Washington, March 4.—The secre­ 
tary of commerce and labor has issued 
a sweeping order to all commission­ 
ers of immigration and immigration 
inspectors in charge, directing them 
to confer wiih the police in their re­ 
spective jurisdictions with a view to 
securing the "co-operation of the po­ 
lice and detective forces in an effort 
to rid the country of alien anarchists 
and criminals fa’’^ g within the law 
relating to depo.V Ion.” 
The order of Secretary Straus fol- 
fow s: 
“To all commissioners of immigra­ 
tion 
and 
immigrant 
inspectors 
in 
charge: 
“It is hereby directed that, with a 
view to promptly obtain definite infor­ 
mation with regard to alien anarchists 
and criminals located in the United 
States, you shall confer fully with the 
chief of police or the chief of the se­ 
cret service of the city in which you 
are located, furnishing such official 
with detailed information with regard 
to the meaning of the term ‘anarchist’ 
as used in the immigration act of Feb. 
20, 1007, and with regard to the in­ 
hibition of that statute against aliens 
of the criminal classes, explaining the 
powers and limitations imposed 
by 
said statute upon the immigration of­ 
ficials with respect to such persons. 
“You should call to the attention of 
the chief of police or chief of the se­ 
cret 
service, 
the definition 
of 
‘an­ 
archist’ contained in Sections 2 and 38 
In the act of February, 1305, and the 
provisions of Section 2 placing within 
the excluded 
classes 
‘persons 
who 
have been convicted of or admit hav­ 
ing committed a felony or other crime 
or misdemeanor Involving moral tur­ 
pitude,’ pointing out that if any such 
person is 
found 
within the United 
States within three years after land 
ing or entry therein h<* la amenable 
to deportation under the provisions of 
Section 21 of the act. 
The co-opera­ 
tion of said 
officials should be re­ 
quested, making It clear that in order 
that any particular anarchist or crim­ 
inal may be deported, evidence must 
be furnished showing (1) that the per­ 
son in question is an alien subject to 
the immigration acts; (2) that he is 
an anarchist or criminal as defined in 
the statutes; (3) the date of his ar­ 
rival in the United States, which must 
be within three years of the date of 
his arrest; (4) the name of the vesse' 
or of the transportation line by which 
he came, if possible, and, (5) the name 
of the country whence ho came; tin1 
details with respect to the last three 
items being kept at various ports o. 
entry in such a manner as to be avail 
able if Information is furnished wit! 
respect to the anarchist’s name, th< 
date of his arrival and the port of et; 
try. 
“It Is desired that the above in 
dicated steps shall be taken at once 
and that no proper effort shall be 
spared to secure and retain the co 
operation of the local police and d e t e c ­ 
tive forces in an effort to rid the coun 
try of alien anarchists and criminals 
falling within the provisions of the 
statute relating to deportation.”

HUMAN SIDE OF JIM HARGIS. 


H o w It W a s Revealed W h e n a P h o ­ 
to g ra p h e r S n a p p e d the Feudist. 
Judge Jim 
Hargis, 
the 
Kentucky 
feudist and “king of Breathitt county,” 
who was recently killed by his son, 
was first of all a vain man. 
lie knew 
the extent of his power in the region, 
where law did not count until Floyd 
Byrd 
became 
prosecuting 
attorney, 
and it satisfied him. 
But his vanity 
had its limits. 
Hargis detested photo­ 
graphs and photographers, says E. S. 
I.lnner in Harper's Weekly. 
11 is ene­ 
mies say that the reason was not a 
lack of vanity, but that the Breathitt 
king did not want his features too 
well known to the jieople of other sec­ 
tions of Kentucky. 
For years he had 
decreed at intervals that no.one should 
ever take a photograph of him. 
Dur­ 
ing the feuds several daring photogra­ 
phers who went to Jackson for the 
purpose of snapping the king were 
glad to escape with their lives. 
They 
did not retuni until the eve of the first 
trial of Jim Hargis for the Callahan 
murder. 
The judge knew of their 
presence and 
vowed that his 
rule 
would not be broken. 
Of course all 
the leading papers of Kentucky had 
photographers at Jackson, especially 
to get a picture of Jim Hargis. 
The 
Louisville Courier-Jourral had sent a 
young man named Robert llooe. 
When the day came for the opening 
of the trial, tho photographers were 
lined up along the main street from 
the store of Hargis to the courthouse. 
The accused waited in the rear of his 
store until the hour arrived for court 
to open, then covered his features with 
a quilt and made his way in that man­ 
ner to tlie trial.

It is a tremendous tax and ways and 
means should be adopted by dairymen 
and creamery managers to eliminate it. 
That million dollars would sound good j 
in the pockets of our farmers. 
Judg-j 
ing from conditions prevailing in the 
counties of Freeborn and Steele, where 
the best creameries find a ready m ar­ 
ket for their butter at top prices F. O. 
B. at their stations, and no commission 
is charged. 
Of course quality is what brings cash 
buyers to their doors and that is what 
every creamery and every dairy farm er 
must Strive for if they would eliminate 
the million paid in commissions. 
There is no more important duty for 
the dairy farm ers of Minnesota to per- 
i form, for their own benefit and from a 
purely selfish standpoint, than to fur­ 
nish a perfectly sweet and sanitary 
raw product to their local cream er-! 
ies that their finished product may 
command the highest price at their 
own 
shipping 
stations, 
and 
that 
without 
commissions. 
When 
one 
thinks of the high standard in the 
markets, of^Minnesota butter, it seems 
almost a parody to think of it costing 
our creameries a million] dollars an­ 
nually to place it in the hands of the 
buying public. 
In 1906 the total running expenses of 
the creameries of our state were about 
twice the amount paid by them for 
commissions for the sale of their pro- i 
duct. 
The remedy lies with the dairy 
farm er and creamery manager, for if 
the farmers will deliver pure sweet 
milk or cream to the creamery and the 
managers hire only first class butter- 
makers, they will find buyers at their 
plant willing to pay the highest mar- J 
ket price for their product, without j 
charging a commission. There is great I 
room for education along the lines in­ 
dicated and when creamery patrons do 
their part faithfully and intelligently 
and co-operative 
creamery manage­ 
ment is conducted as closely to proper 
business methods as those used by the 
central plants, then a new era will 
dawn, and the farmer will be the chief 
beneficiary. 
Some creamery managers, with a 
false idea of economy, will hire a cheap 
buttermaker, cheap at least in amount 
of salary received, and the chance is he 
will lose them ten times his salary in 
low overrun. 
That kind of [economy 
spells ruin. 
Some Minnesota creamer­ 
ies, according to reports from Washing­ 
ton, D. C., have shown monthly losses 
of hundreds of dollars from the above 
cause. 
W hat business on earth could 
stand such a drain except a co-opera­ 
tive creamery, and live. 
These are not 
pleasant facts to relate, but they must 
be told that correction of the fault may 
follow. 
A great work is being done for the 
advancement of the cause of diversified 
farming in Minnesota, and the whole 
heart of the dairy and food commission 
is in the cause; but the tinkling cym­ 
bals of eloquence in laudation of the 
dairy farm er and butterm aker will be 
worse than wasted if there is not 
aroused a quickening sense of their 
duty in the contest for better condi­ 
tions and better products. 
They deserve much praise for what 
has already been accomplished in Min­ 
nesota; but this is more their immedi­ 
ate cause—one of financial self interest, 
and that million dollars divided among 
them is certainly worth the effort for 
better raw and finished dairy products. 
That million dollars paid to the com­ 
mission men of Chicago and New York 
amounts to almost one-twentieth of 
what our eighty-six million pounds of 
butter sold in 1906. Think of it and 
then act.

WORLD’S MINING EXHIBIT. 


International Exposition to Be Held In 
New York In May and June. 
Under th* management of a mining 
exposition company which was incor­ 
porated a little more than a year ago 
there will be held In Madison Square 
Garden. New York, from May 25 to 
June 30 the first exhibition of practi­ 
cal mining methods and of tho prod­ 
ucts of mines in all parts of the world 
ever held In New York. 
This International mining exposition 
Is d esigned as an educational measure. 
The officers and those Interested In the 
exposition company feel thnt the min­ 
ing business suffers from the lack of 
knowledge which tho general public 
has of It, and they believe that this 
and other exhibitions will eliminate 
certain popular but false Ideas. 
The exposition has been divided Into 
seven different departments. The first 
Is that of mining machinery and the 
second that of minerals from the Unit- 


i ed States and foreign governments. 
Then there will be an exhibition of 
i mining camps, which will Illustrate the 
different methods of mining. Including 
a miners* drilling contest. It is hoped 
th at one mining company will Install a 
mine In full operation. There are also 
to be on exhibition deposits of various 
kinds of metals, all sorts of precious 
stones, mineral Jewelry and lapidary 
work. 
One exhibit will be that of the min­ 
eral resources of the United States. 


RUSH TO RAWHIDE. 


Wild Influx to 
Nevada Gold Camp 
Duplicate of Klondike. 
The original rush to Klondike is be­ 
ing duplicated In a wild Stampede from 
all parts of the coast to Rawhide. 
Nev., the new gold mining camp half­ 
way between Reno and Tonopah, in 
the Nevada desert. 
In a few weeks 
8,500 persons have rushed Into the tent 
city. 
There are now four newspapers and 
three banks, and gold seekers are offer­ 
ing as high aa $75 at Reno to be taken 
by automobile to Rawhide, with no ac­ 
commodations even 
at 
that 
figure. 
Eight automobile lines are running into 
Rawhide from different surrounding 
cities. 
Proprietors of tent hotels rent 
beds for eight hour shifts, making 
each bed accommodate three men In 
twenty-four hours. 
A curious thing about the discovery 
of Rawhide Is that the ledge was 
found tw enty feet from one side of the 
old W adsworth stage road, which has 
been used for fifty years, with Its hun­ 
dreds upon hundreds of miners and 
travelers giving no heed to the lime 
rock outcropping which recent inspec­ 
tion has shown to be the corroded ex­ 
posed part of a ledge surprisingly rich 
In gold. Samples of ore assay as high 
as $50,000 to tlip ton.

ferred to his account on the hooks, 
thus m aking him a stockholder of rec­ 
ord.
